eran a short time ago. He is now 
in the hospital and is unable to 
make his payments to support our 
two children. Can I get VA pay¬ 
ments toward the support of these 
children ? 

A._If your husband has more 

than a 30 per cent service-connect¬ 
ed disability, and if he is receiving 
compensation payments because of 
it, you should contact the nearest 
Veterans Administration office and 
discuss your case with representa¬ 
tives there.

You also are allowed a contri¬ 
bution deduction if you use your 
car in charitable, nonprofit activi¬ 
ties of a qualified organization. A 
housewife, for instance, may drive 
a group of handicapped children 25 
miles to and from the hospital for 
their weekly examination. Subject 
to the charitable contribution limi¬ 
tation, her out-of-pocket expenses 
for gas, oil, etc., incurred in ren-

Keep It Simple 

Some car owners utilize overly 
complicated methods of calculation 
—especially when computing de¬ 
preciation on a car used totally or 
partially for business. Let’s say 
you buy a new Ford for $2,500. 
Your car has a basic salvage value 
—20% of cost is a safe estimate, 
although this varies with how you 
use the vehicle. Subtract resale val¬ 
ue ($500 in this case) from ori¬ 
ginal cost ($2,500). Tliat leaves 
$2,000 on which you can claim de¬ 
preciation. If you trade every three 
years, you can deduct $666 a year 
for depreciation ($2,000 divided by 
3). Farmers, whose autos usually 
last longer, get an extra 20'% in 
first year depreciation. For more 
I information on depreciation see In¬ 
ternal Revenue Document No. 5050.
